Dr.  Amitai  Etrioni.  a  sociology  professor  at 
Georg*  Wuhmftofl  UmreriitY,  ujn  high  school 
pupil*  sbjuid  ret  at  least  two  hour*  of  homework 
each  night  to  improve  such  character-budding  skills 
as  concentration  and  organization. 

Before  a  youngster  can  acquire  academic  skill* 
hkc  reading  and  writing,  they  must  develop  srlf- 
diadpline  that  will  allow  them  to  study  and  work 
effectively  and  irriependently,  Etrioni  said. 

“It  is  ray  thraia  lo  you.  and  the  evidence  support* 
me.  that  if  a  young  person  does  not  develop  this 
capacity,  all  other  thing*  wfll  not  work."  he  told  a 
new*  conference  Sept.  10.  They  roust  have  a 
psychological  underpinning." 

His  study.  “Self-Dnripline.  School*  and  the  Buxi¬ 


ne**  Community."  was  paid  for  by  the  National 
Chamber  Foundation,  a  public  policy  research 
group  affiliated  with  the  U.S.  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce. 

Elrioni  quoted  surveys  showing  that  the  more 
•elf -discipline  required  of  a  student,  the  higher  the 
rating  the  student  give*  to  hi.  school  and  the  more 
he  accomplishes. 

He  also  noted  studies  .bow  high  school  student*, 
on  average,  are  required  to  do  ieaa  than  four  heirs 
of  homew  ork  a  week. 

“Young persons  who  cannot  rope  effectively  with 
authority  figures,  rule*  and  routine.  In  school*  can¬ 
not  he  expected  to  do  so  In  most  lobs,"  Elrioni  said. 

He  mmI.  however,  sc  If -discipline  must  not  be 
ronftued  with  discipline 

“Schools  which  enforce  strict  discipline  snd 
hierarchical  structure  tend  to  produce  passive, 
compliant  workers,  at  best  suited  for  some  crude 
Jobs."  he  said.
